Real Pea-Soup Fog 


Blots Out London 


Impenetrable Mist Is First 
Since War Started. 


LONDON.—The first old-fashioned 
pea-soup fog since the war started 
settled down on London recently, 
it can now be said. So impenetrable 
was it that King George’s car took 
an hour to creep from Buckingham 
palace to the King’s Cross station, 
normally no more than a 20-minute 
drive—and it was only done at all 
with the aid of policemen walking 
beside the royal car flashing torches. 

The density of the fog varied in 
different parts of the city, and the 
arrival of the blackout time did not 
make conditions much worse than 
they were already. The districts 
blanketed with the thickest fog, 
whether by day or night, had to clear 
all traffic from the streets, and even 


pedestrians had the greatest diffi- 
culty in finding the way. There was 
at least one case wherein ten buses 
adopted a solution that many indi- 
viduals found to be the only one, 
namely, moving forward slowly in 


a follow-the-leader fashion.

On Men at Sea 


Civilians Who Squawk at 
Slowness of War News 


Should Try a Raid. 


WITH THE U. S. FLEET, SOME- 
WHERE IN THE PACIFIC.—Civil- 
ians who squawk at the slowness of 
war news should make a raid with 
one of our fleet task forces. Then, 
and only then, might they learn 
what suspense really is, how galling- 
ly bitter disappointment can be and 
how damnably silent radio silence 
can be. 

A navy task force steamed hun- 
dreds of miles through dangerous 
waters, constantly faced with the 
threat of submarine or aerial at- 
tack, to bombard Jap bases at 
Bougainville and Shortland Islands 
on October 5. Confidently, almost 
cockily, the men watched carrier- 
based bombers, torpedo and fighter 
planes take off in pre-dawn black- 
ness. 

Yet they steamed out downcast, 
bitterly disappointed, disheartened. 
It was five days, five heart-break- 
ing days, before the damage wrought 
by our bombardiers was learned. 

Then only a brief account came 
| through, published in the ship’s news 

one morning. Most mainlanders 

knew the fact hours before the fleet 
did—by reading early editions of 
their papers or by tuning in their 
radios. There’s only one radio 
aboard a cruiser—and it’s for official 
use only. 

Japs Get It Again. 


Don’t, however, get the idea your

War Wounds 


Navy Surgeon Genera! Puts 
Solomons Toll Under 
One Per Cent. 


CHICAGO. — The mortality rate 
for American troops wounded in the 
Solomons is being held to less than 
1 per cent through th _ymbined use 
of modern discoveries and flying 
transports which speed the wounded 
to base hospitals, Rear Admiral 
Ross T. MclIntire, surgeon general 
of the navy, reported here. This al- 
most unbelievably low death rate for 
men wounded in battle, which Ad- 
miral McIntire referred to as ‘*as- 
tonishing, but perfectly true,’’ com- 
pares to losses in World War I of 
more than 7 per cent of all Amer- 
ican soldiers wounded in the field. 
Neither figure takes into account 
men who were killed instantly or 
died before medical aid reached 
them.

Plasma Plays Big Rete. 


Admiral McIntire gave a large 
share of the credit for the low 
wounded mortality rate in the Solo- 
mons to these last two factors, add- 
ing ‘if we can keep anywhere near 
that record, you can see what can 
be done in saving lives.” 

The use of sulfa compounds and 
plasma has also been a major factor | 
in an even more sensational reduc- 
tion in the mortality rate of Amer- 
ican troops receiving abdominal 
wounds, he said. These wounds, and 
the infections which followed in thei 
wake, caused the greatest loss of 
. | life in the World war, with fatali- 
ties running as high as 60 to 80 per 
cent, he noted. 

“Today that figure is below 5 per 
cent, and it is still going lower as 
we learn more about these cases,”’ 
he said. 

Admiral MclIntire nevertheless 
cautioned medical students at North- 
western university, before whom he 
made the report, that the basic prin- 
ciples of medical and surgical treat- 
ment of wounds have not been elim- 
inated by these new anti-infection 
and anti-shock treatments. 

“We have found that we can treat 
men in the tropics almost super- 
ficially with sulfa drugs and still 
get surprising results,’’ he told the 
students. ‘‘But don’t take the easy 
way. It is only when the sulfa 
drugs are used to supplement other 
treatments that you'll get such 
astounding results.” 

Cites Malaria Problem. 


Admiral McIntire said that the 
medical experience gained at Pearl 
Harbor and in subsequent battles 
was responsible for a reduction in 
the number of casualties as well as 
fatalities. As one example, he re- 
ported that the navy had cut down 
the injuries suffered by men in the 
water from underwater explosions 
by redesigning lifebelts to hold a 
swimming man higher in the water.

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Device Rescues 
Bomb Victims

Quickly Locates Fragments 
Of Metal in Body of | 
Wounded Man. | 


NEW YORK.—The scene is a U. S. 
army hospital ‘‘somewhere in the; 
southwest Pacific.’’ Enemy bombers | 
jhave just been over in force, says} 
|Universal Service. Casualties are} 
many. Surgeons and nurses are 
working with cool, desperate haste | 
over the more seriously wounded. 

On the operating table, merciful- 
ly unconscious, is a young enlisted 
man. Jagged fragments of a Jap 
bomb have plowed into his chest, 
neck and shoulder. Chunks of met- 
al are embedded inches deep in his | 
‘tissues, dangerously close to vital 
organs and arteries. 

The surgeon knows they must 
‘come out—at once—if the wounded 
man is to live. But how? They can- 
not be located by an ordinary metal 
surgical probe. Nor is there time 
for X-ray photos. 

Through the gauze mask that cov- 
ers his nose and mouth, the surgeon 
speaks: 

“The locator, Nurse!’”’ 

A nurse quickly places a small 
box, looking much like a portable 
radio receiver, on a stand beside 
the operating table. 

The surgeon picks up a metal 
rod connected with the box by a 
wire. 


Finds Object. 


He passes the point along the pa- 
tient’s back. A needle on a dial 
onethe face of the box rises—fluc- 
tuates—comes to a halt. The doc- 
tor makes a pencil mark on the pa- 
tient’s skin at that point. 

Then, with a scalpel, he deftly 
lays open skin and muscles. As he 
\proceeds, he inserts the locator rod, 
now covered with a sterile rubber 
envelope to prevent infection, into 
the incision to check further on the 
location of the metal fragment.

Women Are Employed as 


Guards in Arms Plant 
LITTLE ROCK, ARK.—The drain 
on manpower in this area has be- 
come so great that women are being 
employed for guard duties at the Ar- 
kansas ordnance plant at nearby 
Jacksonville, a field previously open 
to men only before the heavy induc- 
tion of men into the armed forces 
began. 


About 25 per cent of the ord- 
nance plant guard personne! will be 
women, plant officials have an- 
nounced, because the number of 


men available for guard duty is lim- 
ited, and women are more satisfac- 
tory for some duties. Feminine 
guards already are employed at 
some other war plants, efficials said. ' 


Thus, in a few minutes, he re- 
veals the metal in the soldier’s spi- 
nal column! With a delicacy born 
of years of practice, he withdraws 
the blackened, sharp-edged piece of 
steel without injury to the surround- 
ing tissue. 

The soldier not only lives, but in a 
few weeks is back at the front. 

He owes his life to the Berman 
locator, remarkable electro-magnet- 
ic foreign body finder, invented by 
Samuel Berman, 47-year-old veteran 
of World War I and electrical en- 
\gineer for New York’s subway sys- 
'tem. 

The locator, all those who have 
used it or seen it used in the op- 
erating room testify, not only finds 
the foreign body with the utmost 
precision but does it with the speed 
essential to saving lives when sec- 
onds count. 

How does the locator work? In the 
probe are two finely-wound coils, 
one at either end. The locator is 
lhooked to a 110-volt alternating cur- 
‘rent source, and will function with 
automobile storage batteries if an 
inverter is employed, 


How It Works. 


In the locator box are radio tubes 

for amplifying the exceedingly fine 
electrical responses. Berman ex- ! 
plains: 
* “The locator circuit is accurately 
-balanced so the indicator needle is 
approximately at zero on the milli- 
ameter scale. When the probe ap- 
proaches an e traneous metal ob- 
‘ect (such as a foreign body in hu- 
man tissues) the reaction between 
the metallic object and the magnetic 
field surrounding the probe disturbs 
the original electrical balance of the 
circuits and the indicator needle 
rises on the scale in proportion to 
‘the degree of unbalance, which, in 
turn, depends on the composition of 
‘the metal, its dimensions and its 
proximity to the probe. ~ ~ 

“As the probe approaches the hid- 
den foreign body, the indicator nee- 
dle rises and as the probe recedes 
from the foreign body the indicator 
needle falls on the scale. By this 
simple indication, the foreign body 
is readily located, its exact posi- 


tion being at the point where eI 
maximum meter indication is ob- 
tained.”’ |

DES MOINES, IOWA.—It’s bad 
enough to have one train hit your 


car, but two—that's many too many, | 


says I. L. Blackburn, truck driver 
who escaped damage by a lucky 
leap. 

Blackburn’s semi- trailer truck 
stalled on the tracks. He jumped 
out when he saw an east-bound pas- 
senger train approach, At the same 
moment a west-bound freight ap- 
peared on the horizon. Both trains 
struck the truck simultaneously. 

Truck and merchandise were scat- 
tered many hundred yards, and pas- 
sengers on the trains were shaken, 
but Blackburn escaped without a 
scratch. .
